1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: on page 2, paragraph 1, lines 6, 7 
substitute "Full duplex communication channels for isolated,analog-to-digital converter 
systems" by --Providing Power, Clock and Control Signals as a Single Combined 
Signal Across an Isolation Barrier in an ADC -.

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: in combination with other limitations of the claims the prior arts made of record 
fail to suggest an isolated ADC converter system and method that comprises first and

second calibration resistors that are coupled to respective outputs of a first and second 
analog-to-digital converters, for use in calibrating relative gain of the first and second 
analog-to-digital converters wherein relative gain of the first and second analog-to- 
digital converters is calibrated from the ratio of the resistances of the first and second 
calibration resistors. 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

5. Hwang et al. (US Patent Number 4,894,656) discloses a self-calibrating pipelined 
subranging ADC. 

6. Swanson (US Patent Number 6,369,740) discloses a programmable gain 
preamplifier coupled to an analog to digital converter. 

7. Lim et al. (US Patent Number 5,635,937) discloses a pipelined multi-stage ADC. 

8. Roos (US Patent Number 4,335,384) discloses a logarithmic amplifier calibration 
means. 

9. Cheng (US Patent Number 5,914,61 1) discloses a method and apparatus for 
measuring sheet resistance and thickness of thin films and substrates. 

10. Ribner (US patent Number 5,030,954) discloses a double rate oversampled 
interpolative modulators for analog to digital conversion.
